The meeting began with a numberof in- 
‘formal addresses. It was called to order by 
Director-General Davis, who welcomed the 
judges, praiséd the Exposition, and cautioned 
the committee that everything it did should 
be done under the direction of the Chairman 
of the Committee on Awards, Mr. Smalley, 
and the Chairman of the Executive Committee 
on Awards, Mr. Thacher. In concluding, Mr. 
Davis introduced the Chief of Manufactures, 
Mr. Allison. 

Mr. Allison promised his codperation and 
the codperation of all his subordinates and in- 
troduced Mr. Smalley, who impressed it on 
the minds of the judges that everything they 
did must be done under the direction of his 
committee; but, as the committee was scat- 
tered, that meant that everything must be 
done under the direction of the subcom mittee, 
and thereforé in accordance with whatever 
Mr. Thacher: might direct. Mr. Smalley then 
introduced Mr. Massey, who said that Mr. 
‘Smalley had selected him to give the commit- 
tee a description of the awards System adopted 
by the Exposition. 

Mr. Massey devoted most of his time to ex- 
plaining what he called the American feature 
of the awards system. He said it was entirely 
unnecessary to decide which was the better of 
two pianos, sewing machines, or engines. It 
was far better to point out the specific points 
of excellence in each and leave it there. The 
committee, he said, would do exactly 
that and award medals which would be 
the same .in. every case. Each medal, 
however, would have a diploma attached, and 
these diplornas will be different. He said the 
system had been called the single judge 
system,“ but that was unjust, because the 
work of each le judge had to be confirmed 
by the whole committee, and it was in the 
‘power of the whole committee, on appeal, to 
order a new examination by a plurality of 
judges, 

Dr. Richter of the German Commission 
then made à few remarks, which he read from 
a paper, expressing the hope that the same 
harmony aud g will that had prevailed in 
the past in regard toawards would continue 
to prevail in the future. 

Thacher Offers Some Suggestions, 


Mr. Smalley then read the following com- 
munication: 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE ON AWARDS, July 14.— 
To the Hondrable the Committeeof International 
Judges for the Department of Manufactuges— 
The Executive Committee on Awards presents its 
cordial greetings at the commencement of your 
arduous labers and begs leave to make the fol- 
lowing suggestions in the interests of furthering 
the administrative work of the committee: 

In view of the magnitudeof the Manufactures 
Department and the natural ease which its classi- 
fication le to the creation of -two distinct 
diyisions. placing those exhibits which belong to 
the artistie or decorative pu into one 
division and those exhibits which belong to the 
more commercial or ecoaomic purposes inte 
another, it is respectfully recommended that 
Groups 90, 91, 93, 94.

The resolution was adopted in the same way 
as the other; and Mr. Smalley immediately 
announced that Dr. Buenz would be the 
Chairman of the Committee on-Artistic Man- 
ufactures, and H. I. Kimball Chairman of the 
Committee on Commercial and Economic 
Manufactures. Having introduced Mr. Kim- 
ball he then left the room. Mr. Kimball took 
the chair and made a short address, in which 
he told the committee that each of them 
would be told in due time exactly what to 
do and how to do it. 
Awards for Manufactures, then informed the 
committee that Monday Mr. Thacher would 
give them each a card, informing him what 
exhibits he was expected to examine. 

At this stage of the writing it seemed to 
occur to several of the judges that a good 
deal of important action had been taken be- 
fore any 2 of the Department 
committee.

SIOUX CITY TO CARE FOR THE INJURED. 


Forty-five Removed from Pomeroy to That

Joseph's and the Samaritan Hospital, and will 
be kept there until they fully recover, the citi- 
zens of Sioux City rn Spee of their 
care. When the train arri here Ed Doyle, 
a young man who insisted on walking on a 
badly lacerated foot, died of gangrene. 
Shortly afterward Joe Demar, who had a 
board thrust through his body, died. This 
swells the total number of fatalities at Pom- 
eroy to fifty-seven. Physicians think now 
that only two more fatalities will occur. 
These are the cases of Mrs. Gilbert and Roy 
Keifer, both of Pomeroy. The official reports 
to the Board of Health show seventy-two 
deaths as the result of the cyclone.

Runs were made on all 
of the big houses. The Northrup Banking 
company and the Franklin Savings Bank 
closed their doors on account of the failure 
of the National Bank of Kansas City yester- 
day afternoon. All the bankers opened their 
doors this morning “runs” of 
more or less consequence. The banks were 
prepared as well as could be to withstand any 
attack, and as soon as the doors of the Bank 
of Commerce, the Missouri National, the 
Metropolitan, the Union National, and the 
Midland were thrown open the people began 
to collect about them, and many drew out 


their deposits. The Ferdieim Brewing com- 


pany dumped $33,000 at the receiving win- 
dow in the Missouri National Bank as its daily 
deposit, and a better feeling spread among 
the assembled depositors. At the window of 
this bank hung the sign’ This bank will be 
open until 12 o’clock tonight.” 

Ninth and Delaware streets, the money 
thoroughfares of the city, were lively places 
this morning. Each ,was thronged. The 


crowds began gathering about 8:30 o’clock, 


and so steadily increased that the force of 


policemen was augmented to double the 
number usually on duty on these two streets.

For several years North- 
rup & Chick did a banking business on Wall 
street until they were caught in the crash on 
the memorable Black Friday in 1873. Re- 
turning to Kansas City afterward Northrup 
got his securities and his property in shape

& Son in Wyandotte, now Kansas 
City, Kas. It was conducted under that 
name until a few years ago, when the 
Northrup Banking company was organized. It 
has always been ed asa solid concern, 
and until the death of ite President and foun- 
der, a few months its depositors never 
had a thought of its . 

The eight National banks of the city ha ve 
just completed statements of their condition 
at the close of business last Wednesday in re- 
sponse toa call from the Controller of the 
Currency. They show that the banks have 
total deposits to the amount of $11,789,597 
and cash on hand ,426,105, or 
a little over 37.5 per cent deposits in 
actual cash in the vaults, despitea long con- 
tinued withdrawal of deposits. 


Reserve of 47 Per Cent. 


If to the cash on hand is added assets im- 
mediately available in the form of demand 
loans to the United States and State bonds the 
total reserve is swelled to 47 per cent of the 
deposits.

BUT A REACTION ENSUES.

Bear Dominance in,the Steck Market at an 
End=No Bull Leadership Vet Devel* 
oped, but Evil Report Mas Ceased to 
Determine the Course of Quotations= 
Everything Bad Already Diseounted— 
Story That a Vanderbilt Was Forced to 
Give Up Some Holdings. 

New York, July 16.—[Special.]—Bear cam- 
paigners did active and effective work in the 
early part of this week, but they did not by 
any means accomplish what they hoped to 
accomplish. Quotations were forced down in 
many stocks, but prices did not stay down 
when put down. Liquidation was forced in 
e spots and half a dozen Wall street 
operators have beén suspected. of having 
fired investment stocks overboard. 

One squabble among the gossips of the 
street has been as to whether or not a con- 
spicuous member of the Vanderbilt fam- 
lly has been forced to give up stocks 
which he lias been supporting. There is 
ot much interest in such a matter 
beyond that of mere curiosity of other peo- 
ple’s affairs, for even if this Vanderbilt per- 
sonage did have to sacrifice Northwest and 
Lake Shore, General Electric and other stocks 
to which he has been devoted the result has 
not extended into a factor having much to do 
with the general market in any important or 
prominent way. 

As a matter of [act the stock market lost its 
bear dominance two or three weeks ago. No 
bull leadership has developed..anywhere, no 
ability to support quotations has been shown, 
nor, indeed, any effort to sustain them. But 
upon the other hand there came an end to the 
effect which evil reports could influence, 

Weak Holders Forced to Sell, 

All that was bad in the situation had been 
amply discounted—and much more than really 
discounted. Everything bad was exaggérated, 
made prominent, hippodromed. 

Short grain crops were counted on and low 
priced produce was considered. Mining trou- 


bles out West, manifold evil effects of the sil- 


ver purchase law, the vastness of the inter- 
national trade balance against us, the cramped 
condition of the money market, and the gen- 
eral scare among money lenders—all these 
things were figured on. Most of them 
were made to appear much worse 
than they ever have been, and stock 
market » quotations were brought to 
conform to their representations. Stocks not 
strongly held were brought out on all sides. 
Weak holders were forced to make sacrifices. 
Securities-drifted into strong hands. People 
got the opportunity ‘to pick them up at bar- 
gain counter prices. 

The bear contingent, flushed with success 
and enjoying big fortunes grabbed out of the 
market, have not, hcwever, been inclined to 
give up their fight. They have gone on ham- 
“ee ty hammering and hammering. Once 
in a while they would naturally find a weak 
spotand they would make it conspicuous. 
But the fact has become very plain lately that 
the scheme for 8 prices down had not 
resulted in bringing long stocks out, but 
chiefly resulted in the creation of a short in- 
terest, 

A Traitor Among the Bears. 

The work done by some of the bear leaders 

has not only been adroit, but it has been mag- 


.nificent from a Wall street standpoint. Under 


ordinary. circumstances such campaign work 
could not fail to result in bringing on an 
avalanche of stocks from eVerf side. 

While most of the bear noise, however, was 
being made in the early part of this week, and 
while it looked on the surface as if bear lead- 
ers were determined.at whatever risk to force 

uotationg down’ a good deal further 
the chief bear General took advantage 
of the howling hullaballoo to give 
out immense buying orders on the quiet. It 
is declared that he covered over 100,000 
shares of stock in a couple ofdays. His 
profits in the last few months are estimated 
high up in the hundreds of thousands. 

Along with this extensive covering ee 
of cheerfulness began to appear in Wall 
street. The movement of currency changing 
in favor of this center, exchange houses con- 
spicuously identified with the recent exporta- 
tion of gold began to advise their friends that 
it was only natural to expect gold this way 
soon and on a large scale. 3 

Big Gold Imports Promised. 


One big ne house, whose free and easy 
exports of gold last winter and spring brought 
down upon it a good deal of adverse criticism, 
is now open in its declaration that we will 
bring back $50,000,000 of the yellqw metal 
from Europe before Christmas. 

Then, too, Wall street seemed suddenly to 
wake up from the fact that the evil things for 
the financial and commercial community all 
over the country had already come to pass. 
Chicago is not bankrupt nor a bowling wilder- 
ness. 

Here and there uprose a speculator brave 
enough to buy stocks. The investment de- 
mand has been going on all the while, More 
small lots, that is stocks in blocks of less than 
100 shares each, have been traded on the 
stock exchange, and evidently bought by peo: 
ple whe have money to pay for what the, 
buy, oe the least thirty days, than in an 
corresponditig time in the history of the tock 
exchange. During the last of the week these 
things told, and ‘quotations closed today with 
a fair show of stiffness. 

James R. Keene is coming to the front as a 
bull leader. Whenever he is in earnest Keene 
is effective to a degree which no other modern 
Wall street leader can reach. He evidently 
now believes that the scare of the money 
holders is over and that funds are going to be 
in abundance to carry on Wall street business 
—something that has not been the case for a 
long, long while. 

Ready to Follow Keéne. 


Mr. Keene will not lack compary. There 
are many men willing to join forces with 
him if he begins a serious 
campaign, men who can command 
funds in abundance and who are equipped for 
Wall street work. There is an evident dispo- 
sition upon the 1 of many such people to 

o into the market at the very first opportun- 
ty, and if Mr. Keene blazes the way he will 
have a many supporters in the path close 
behind him. 

Most of the little fellows of the street have 
become intensely bullish, To their vision 
everything is happiness now, and stocks must 
boom unintertuptedly. Such hopeful folks 
trading on small margins are of course sure 
to come to grief, for however well founded 
may be the prospect of improvement in the 
stock market the millennium never gallops in 
at double quick. There will be plenty of set- 
backs. Blue days will be abundant. Rallies 
will be followed by reactions, Bull specula- 
tors will not have croc ing their own way. 

It is probable indeed, that they will hardl 
care to have the pace fast and undisturbed. 
Astute bull speculators never do. None the 
less whenever reactions do come now, and 
some of them may be sharp, conservative 
opinion warrants the belief that purchases 
will ve safe and profitable. a

penitentiary. It all arises from the fact 
that the General Electric company drew the 
plans for the plant and also that I was for- 
merly connected with an enterprise in which 
the Thomson-Houston system was used. 
From these facts inferences gre drawn which 
are unfair. 

But I think I can explain everything,” he 
continued. “The State appropriated $250,- 
000 for the purpose of placing the industries 
of the penitentiary in shape to earn money for 
the State, This was after it was resolved to 
dispense with contract labor. The Commis- 
sioners have discretion over that sum or such 
part of it as may be necessary for that pur- 
pose.

America is second on the list of foreign 
countries represented at the German univer.

The Humburg-American Steamship com- 
pany has closed its agencieson the Russian 
frontier for the present, thus stopping book- 
ing facilities for Russian emigrants. This is 
due to the new sanitary regulations issued by 
the German authorities. 

The Emperor now intends, after his return 
from Cowes, to go to Alsace-Lorraine in 
September, arriving at Metz the 3d and Stras- 
burg the 9th. At the latter place he will lay 
the foundation of a new Protestant church. 

The depreciation of silver is of immense 
moment to German currency and silver min- 
ing. The German silver coin in circulation is 
estimated at 400,000,000 marks ($960,000). 
Latest reports show that about 460,500,009 
marks in value has been coined. The fall in 
silver amounts to nearly 200,000 marks on 
this amount. One thaler or three-mark piece, 
the coin of the widest circulation, is now 
worth only 1 mark and 62 pfennige, or a 
little more than half its face value.

REFUSES TO RELEASE MRS. DUDLEY. 


Wisconsin Board of Control Declares That 
Her Reason Is Unbalanced. 

Mitwauxer, Wiss., July 15.—[(Special.]— 
The State Board of Control, which has been 
inquiring into the sanity of Mrs. Marion V. 
Dudley, the well-known author and writer, 
rendered its decision today, declaring her to 
be of unsound mind and refusing to release 
her from custedy.

She then went 
to Dr. Morton, also of Philadelphia, and after 
making a thorough examination he issued an 
affidavit to the effect that. she was sane, and 
thus the matter stood until the rendering of 
the decision today.

THE PAIR CLOSED SUNDAYS. 

After today the World's Fair will be closed 
Sundays durmg the remainder of the Fair 
period. Such is the decision of the Board of 
Directors, declared by the emphatic vote of 
24 to 4. The decision was reached without 
any reference to the action of the National 
Commission on the one hand or the threats 
and protests of the clerical faction on the 
other. The original Sunday opening resolu- 
tion was passed by the directors at the desire 
of a large majority of the people, of many 
shareholders of the corporation, and of 
the City Council, and their action was sus 
tained by the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, but when it became apparent by 
actual admissions that the general public did 
not care for Sunday opening to the extent it 
had indicated, that it required the attendance 
of over 16,000 employés to wait upon the 
pl e of about. 40,000 visitors, the ques- 
tiontwas considered purely from a business 
point of view and it was decided that the 
interests of the publie are not promoted by 
keeping the Exposition open on each and 
every day of the week, and that the gates 
should be closed after today. 

The sole reason for closing the Fair Sun- 
days isa financial one, as Director Hutchin- 
son stated. The directors found that the 
laboring people do not want it open and will 
not come Sundays andso they closed asa 
business proposition. If the laboring people 


sire to comejthe gates would have remained 
open. They have had ample opportunities to 
do so, but have declined toavail themselves 
of them, and no other course was left the di- 
rectors from the business point of view. The 
chief consolation in this matter is that’ the 
directors were victorious in the recent litiga- 
tion, forced upon them by the government on 
the one hand and the clericals on the other. 
Both of them were defeated signally and the 
directors settled a great principle—namely : 
That if one person wants to go to a Fair of 
this kind Sunday and another person deelares 
he shall not, the first man’s right to go will be 
maintained. That at least has been settled 
for the future and it cannot be disturbed. 
Clerical opposition may do its worst, but it 
cannot prevent the people from following the 
dictates of conscience. Hereafter they have 
the constitutional right to go or stay away 
from a fair just as they please, and to this ex- 
tent tne outcome justifies the fight which was 
made, Hereafter on an occasion of this kind 
if the people wish the gates open Sundays the 
gates will be opened. There is no power to 
close them. The opening or closing will-be 
decided upon strictly as a matter of business 
policy. 

Meanwhile the gates having been closed it 
now will de in order for the thousands upon 
thousands who have been kept away during 
week days, according to the clerical leaders, 
by their conscientious scruples to pour 
through the turnstiles and help swell the re- 
ceipts, There will be nothing wrong in 
their going to the Fair from Monday to 
Saturday, and they will be greatly benefited 
and perhaps liberalized by a generous at- 
tendance. As the working people apparently 
do not care to go Sundays, now let the good 
people turn out on the other days, to show 
that their position is not one of prejudice to 
the Pair itself. Meanwhile the receipts to- 
day will be credited to the benefit of the 
families of the gallant. firemen who lost their 
lives at the Cold-Storage house in the per- 
formance of their duty. Let the attendance 
be large in order that the fund may be in- 
creased to a goodly sum, and let those whose 
conscientious scruples will not allow them to 
ge inside the gates, go far enough at least to 
deposit their 50 cents for this noble charity, 
There can be no harm in that.

CHICAGO’S GENTLE SIDE. 

Under the above caption. Mr. Julian Ralph, 
a well-known writer on city life, has contrib- 
uted to Ha „ Magazine an essay on the 
women of in which there occurs a 
statement that has agitated Chicago society 
considerably. It is, in substance, as follows: 


I have seen u thing in Chicago and have seen 
it several more times than once—that I never 
heard of 222 else, and that looked a little 
awkward at.drst, for a.few moments. I refer to 
a peculiar freedom of intercourse between the 
sexes after a dinner or on a rout—camaraderie 
and perfect accord between the men and the 
women. In saying this I refer to very nice ma- 
trons and maidens in very nice soeial circles who 
have nevertheless staid after the coffee, and have 
taken part iu the flow of fun which such a time 
begets, quite as if they liked it and had a right 
to. I have been present on at least a 
dozen oceasions when the men smoked and drank 
and the women kept with them, being—otherwise 
than in the drinking and smoking—in perfect 
fellowship with them. Such conditions are Ar- 
cadian, They are part and parcel of the kinship 
that permits the Chicagoans to bring their rugs 
out and to sit on the stoops in the evenings. 


Several of the ladies in society have risen to 
protest against the charge of smoking and 
drinking with men after dinner, which would 
go to show that Mr. Julian Ralph was not in 
their society, but in another class of it, less 
conventional and more bohemian, where such 
practices sometimes do happen. Good society 
in Chicago is like good society in New York 
and other cities and undoubtedly there are the 
same lapses in good form here that are found 
elsewhere. But it is the large exception to the 
rule and it only characterizes a class of society 
that has grown suddenly rich and not yet has 
sloughed off its vulgarity, or delights in shock- 
ing others by displays of independence. It is 
evident that Mr. Ralph intended no slur upon 
femate society in Chicago. On the other hand 
he evidently enjoyed this unconventionality 
himself for he describes the conditions as Ar- 
cadian and part and parcel of good fellowship. 

There is no good reason why offense should 
be taken at Mr. Ralph’s criticism. It does 
not apply to good society here, where the pro- 
pricties are observed just as rigidly as they 
are in the East, nor is it at all clear that he 
meant to give universal application to his ob- 
servations. He made his statement of what 
was to him an unusual phenomenon, though 
if he were a more acute observer he would 
have noticed the same isolated phenomena in 
the other cities he has visited. Society cus- 
tom here is just the same that it is in New 
York, Boston, or Phiiadelphia, no better, no 
worse. A refined woman is a refined woman 
everywhere, There are just as many here as 
in New York and they have one advantage 
over those in New York in that they do not 
have to be taught what to do by professional 
McAllisters. 

But whatever Mr. Ralph may have seen or 
may have intended, his charges occupy but an 
infinitesimal part of his article. The most of 
it is devoted t. an exposition of Chieago's 
Gentle Side,” and of what its elegant, noble, 
and publie-spirited women are doing, for 
which evéry woman in Chicago should be 
proud. His tribute to the life and labor of 
such women as Mrs. Potter Palmer of the 
Woman's Board, Mrs. Matilda B. Carse of 
The Temple,“ Miss Ada C. Sweet of the 
Municipal League, Frances Willard, Mrs. 
Jane Logan, lately removed by the curse of 
political pressure from the Woman’s Advisory 
Board of the Police; Mrs. Murray F. Tuley, 
Mrs. Dr. Stevenson, Jane Addams, and Ellen 
Starr of Hull House, Mrs. Flower of the 
School Board, and the prominent women in 
the Fortnightiy Woman’s club and other or- 
ganizations, is one of the most graceful and 
well-deserved compliments that ever has been 
written. When this long and brilliant list is 
considered the few unconventional women who 
drink and smoke with men fade into insig- 
nificance.. They are an excrescence it was 
hardly worth Mr. Ralph’s while to mention at 
all, and it is to be regretted he fell into their 
company, though the same danger awaits him 
in New York if he is not more careful in the 
acceptance of invitations. 


EXTEND THE WATER TUNNELS. 

City Engineer Artingstall, in response to an 
order of the Council passed atthe instance 
of Ald. Kent, has presented estimates of the 
cost of extending the two-mile tunnels three 
miles further into the lake, and in his report 
says it will take three years to do the work. 
It is high time then thatit was begun. In 
three years the water from thé two-mile crib 
will be of doubtful purity and the sooner the 
supply is drawn from the lake beyond the re- 
gion of shore pollution the better. The work 
has been too long deferred. Tun Tarsune 
urged that it be taken up immediately after 
the completion of the four- mile tunnel. It 
was then objected that the city finances would 
not warrant the extension. The cost of the 
work, aceording to Mr. Artingstall, will be 
about $1;200,000, This if spread over three 
years will amount to only $400,000 per an- 
num. The net earnings of the department 
are nearly $1,000,000 per annum. If halfa 
million dollars are spent in extending the 
water mains inland there will be sufficient left 
to extend the tunnels outward. 

Mr. Artingstall suggests that the one-mile 
tunnel, constructed during the Cregier ré- 
gime, and which never has been used because 
the water at its crib is shore-polluted, be ex- 
tended out to the two-mile crib, and that from 
that point two eight-foot tunnels be construct- 
ed to the five-mile point so asto supply the 
three distributing tunnels to the land with 
sufficient pure water. The suggestion is a 
good one, 

The whole subject matter is now before the 
Finance gommittee for action. It should be 
disposed of before the vacation., It will take 
three or four months to draw ns, adver- 
tise, and let contracts. The tunneling should 
commene¢e this year. Mayor Harrison has 
said that he is in favor of extending the tun- 
nels out into the lake.

WHO RUNS THE GAMBLING DEPARTMENT 

Mayor Harrison stated the other day that 
his time had been so engrossed with other 
matters that he had not had an opportunity to 
look into the gambling question, but that soon 
after he was elected he had placed the matter 
entirely in the hands of Maj. McClaughry, 
whose views agreed with hisown. This was 
reassuring, since the Chief of Police is known 
to be in favor of the closing of gaming houses. 
A day later Maj. McClaughry declared that 
he never had heard that the Mayor had put 
the gambling matter into his hands, but that 
“at present in this city public gambling sub- 
stantially is closed.” That was on the 11th.

In- 
stead of giving his name to the interviewer, 
the Mayor unintentionally gave that of Maj. 
McClaughry. 

Who is that person, and why does he close 
all the gaming-houses one day and let them 


begin again a week later? Why does he say 


that gaming-houses shall be allowed to run on 
one street and not on another and order that 
no person shall be aliowed to bet less than a 
certain sum? Who js now regulating gam- 
bling and deciding who may run a house and 
where? If the Mayor will refresh his memory 
and give the name of this unknown he will 
confer a favor on the public, and he will con- 
fer a still greater one by dismissing him and 
turning over the gambling bureau to some 
one who, knowing, as all intelligent men do, 
that public gambling can be suppressed with 
ease, also believes in the propriety of sup- 
pressing it. 


SYSTEM IN EDUCATION. 

„With our thousands of educational insti- 
tutions there is at present no trace of anything 
like system or order, As many men have 
been injured by college training under our 
methods as have been helped by it, and it is 
really an open question whether a college 
education is an advantage or not.” This 
statement was made last Wednesday by Presi- 
dent W. R. Harper of the Chicago University 
in his opening address to the Chautauqua Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts, of which he is Principal. 
The speaker said this equivocal condition is 
due to the cast iron character of the curric- 
ulums in vogue at the colleges. They give to 
every man the same work, while what is need- 
ed is to individualize education, treating each 
person as if he or she were the one person in 
existence. The true plan would be to adjust 
the various schools so that each will have its 
own work and prepare for the one above it, 
and to associate universities and colleges so as 
to have a uniform standard and make degrees 
of equal value for each, 

Dr. Harper caustically said that our gram- 
mar schools seem to be organized chiefly to 
supply positions for incompetent teachers and 
to furnish a market. for school books. He 
also thinks we have too many colleges. The 
institution with an endowment of $100,000 
pretends to do the work which the university 
with millions finds it hard to accomplish. All 
this is irregular, involves much misdirection 
of effort, and a vast loss of time. By a proper 
system at least four years could be saved in 
the time required for obtaining a liberal edu- 
cation. The real beginning of the university 
work is in the kindergarten, In time to come 
he thinks we shall have but one great nation- 
al university, and the work from primary 
schools up will be graded to fit at very point 
as it is in Germany. 

There is too much ground for this animad- 
version upon educational methods. They 
amount to a superficial skimming of wide 
fields, most of which is repeated, with little 
variation, in the higher schools by the com- 
paratively few who graduate into them from 
below. The consequence is an illogical 
grouping of imperfectly 
which leads to incorrect conclusions as often 
as. to right ones, tends to prevent the proper 
exercise of the reasoning powers, and to fill 
the mind with false notions with regard to 
the value of what has been done. It is the 
teaching of old-fashioned topics to the exclu- 
sion of those which are of practical impor- 
tance today, and the teaching of even those 
things badly, that permits the average college 
graduate to entertain a vastly exaggerated 
idea of his own importance and attainments. 
It renders it necessary for him to go through 
the painful experience of finding out how 
much he has been mistaken, how much there 
is of which he knows nothing, before he can 
begin to be really useful in work which calls 
for mental activity and the exercise of sound 
judgment in dealing with circumstances as 
they arise around him. 


TAKE TIME WITH THE SCHOOL BOARD 
APPOINTMENTS. 

There is no @ccasion for haste in the matter 
of confirming Mayor Harrison’s appointees 
for members of the School Board. The 
Council committee ought to take plenty of 
time to consider the subject. Ifthe matter 
goes over until September it probably will 
be better for the schools, the public, and the 
appointees themselves. The weather is warm 
just now and the persons selected by Mr. 
Harrison to assist in mandging the schools 
mentally are disturbed. Thornton, the 
Stock-Yards statesman, from being a pro- 
nounced anti-faddist became, through the 
hypnotic influence of Mayor Harrison, “a 
faddist from Fadville,” as the esteemed 
Evening Post puts it. Then he began to 
wabble. He does not know now whether he 
is faddist or anti.faddist, Any pledge he 
might make tomorrow to the School com- 
mittee could not be relied on. It will be 
wiser to give him till the 18th of September 
to ponder the question of the fads and the 
forvign-language humbug. 

The interval also can be made a period of 
probation for the eccentric Halle. That 
worthy boasted some months ago that Ger- 
man would have to be restored to the primary 
grades, The softening influence of time is ob- 
servable in his more recent declaration that 
he does not want the German put back, be- 
cause there is no demand for it. He may learn 
during the next two months that the Germans, 
as Ald. Kamerling and Ald. Tripp say, strong- 
ly are opposed to making abortive attempts 
at German in the primary grades. 
Mr. Halle, with all his eccentricities, is an in- 
teresting man, and it may be edifying to 
watch his progress from extreme faddism to 
conservative opposition to fads between this 
and the 18th of September. The public 
schools never have had a more excellent ob- 
ject lesson than that will be. | 

The present School Board is an excellent 
one, ever though it has among mem bers 
such eccentric “ educators” as Halle and 
Bolden weck. It has determined on a policy 
of curtailing the fads and diminishing the bad 
effects of the foreign language humbug. It 
should be given a chance to put its policy

Such a repeal would be, in my opinion, a 
calamity little short of free coinage. Not that 
the tax is right, for it # not. I believe itis an 
abuse by the government of its bg powers. 
It is considerably like the pro option tax. 
I believe that State bank —— is wrong. 
and the gove t banker should 
suppress it directly, not by — it. 


It will de noticed that the Senator does not 
claim that it is unconstitutional to tax State 
bank notes to death, but that he thinks they 
should be killed directly, not indirectly. At 
the time that tax was imposed, however, the 
indirect method was far more practicable and 
expedient than the direct one which he now 
favors. The main point is that the Senator 
will not consent to vote for the reéstablish- 
ment of a State bank currency even if the 
dominant element of the South does want it, 
and that, strict constructionist: as he has 
always been, he believes that the National 
Government has full power to suppress State 
‘bank notes by the summary method of for- 
bidding their issue to circulate as money, 

Tun Tutsune agrees fully with the Senator, 
It believes that the government can. when it 
chooses exercise powers it has allowed to re- 
main in abeyance, and forbid peremptorily 
the issuance of anything in the semblance of 
money by any authority save itsown. It is true 
that the General Government tolerated State 
bank notes for many years up to that date dur. 
ing the war—1863—when it suppressed them 
by the use of the taxing power. It is true also 
that the tenor of an old Supreme Court de- 
cision is to the effect that the issuance of 
State bank notes is not in itself a violation of 
the Constitution. But the moment when the 
National Government ceages to tolerate their 
issue and declares that it will make or author- 
ize all the money the people use and that no 
other authority shall issue bills of Credit or 
meddle with the matter, then it becomes an 
offense to issue a State bank note. Thus for 
years the National Government failed to exer- 
cise jurisdiction ayer the Chicago River, Dur- 
ing that period it was lawful for the city and 
State to do so fully. The moment the General 
Government asserted its right then the city 
and State stepped to the rear. 

If the Senator will try to induce Congress 
to forbid the issue of State bank notes Tus 
Tumuxz will do all it can to aid him, for the 
time has come for the government to claim 
and exercise sole jurisdiction over the cur- 
rency question. But until something of that 
sort has been done Tun Tam advocates 
holding on to the 10 per cent tax, which has 
worked effectually for the last thirty years, 
and it is inclined to believe that the Senator 
takes the same view of tne case. It is difficult 
to see how any man old enough to have per- 
sonal knowledge of the capacity for mischief 
of a State bank currency can consent to un- 
chain the wildcat devil on any terms. 


A pispatcu from Concord, N. H., to the 
New York Times says that— 

Just now Mr. Chandler has his eye unon the 
silver men of the West and the talk is that the 
bee that is buzzing in his bonnet is telling him 
that if he shall come out strong against repeal 
of the Sherman act the silver men will see in bim 
the proper person to lead the party which is to 
run the government after it has emerged success- 
ful from the sanguinary conflict predicted by 
Gov. Waite. 

The reason assigned for this surmise is that 
the New Hampshire paper which the Senator 
owns has just printed an editorial denying 
that the silver-purchase clause of the Sherman 
law has bad anything whatever to do with the 
present financial stress and strain, and assert- 
ing that it is due solely to the hostility of 
Mr. Cleveland and his party to American 
institutions.“ 

Not long ago Senator Chandler stated that 
he would vote for the repeal of the Sherman 
act. If he has changed his mind in order to 
win the favor of mining State sharpers who 
will throw him overbeard the moment they 
have used him, he will have made a mistake 
inexcusable in a person of his political experi- 
ence and supposed sagacity, If he refuses for 
any reason to vote to repeal the silver-pur- 
chasing clauses of the Sherman law he will 
misrepresent grossly the sentiment and inter- 
ests of his own State and of New England and 
of honest men every where. 


Ox of. thd old boodle claims of the Van 
Pelt-Klehm boodle board was allowed in the 
Circuit Court some days ago. The amount 
was $10,400. It was for gauze, liniments, 
etc., supplied to the County Hospital by a. 
employé of that institution in defiance of 
every principle of law. A facile County At- 
torney and u tog easy Judge allowed the case 
to be tried without a jury.

The 
facile County Attorney made hardly any de- 
fense and the full amount asked for was al- 
lowed.

The honest 
members of the County Board should see to it 
that future boodle claims are resisted more 
strenuously than that of the so-called “ Phar- 
maceutical company.” If they are not, why 
even the notorious putty-and-paint claim may 
be collected. Anything is possible with an 
easy-going Judge, a smart collection lawyer, 
and an office-begging County Attorney.

New York City is to be made the recipient 
of no less than six important statues before 
long. MacMonnies’ statue of Nathan Hale, which 
is soon to be unveiled in that city, is a work 
which hag received the praise of eminent critics. 
Roscoe Conkling is to be honored by an eight- 
foot statue by J. Q. A. Ward, who has repre- 
sented him in an oratorical attitude. It was pre- 
sented to the city by  ex-Vice-President 
Morton and others. It was desired 
to place it in Madison Square, 
but it has been decided that Mr. Conkling was 
nota manof sufficient greatness to be honored 
by a statue in this park. The statue of ox-Presi- 
dent Arthur, which was recently rejected by the 
Park Board Art committee, is to be remodeled 
and recast. Men. Bolivar’s effigy in Central 
Park has been frequently and severely criticised, 
and the Consul-General of Venezuela has offered 
in the name of his country. a new equestrian 
statue of the father of South American liberty 
in its place. It will be of bronze, mounted on 
a granite pedestal, modeled after a 
statue in Caracas by a Parisian sculptor. 
A $25,000 tribute to Queen Isabella is to be pre- 
sented to the city with a request that it be placed 
near the statue of Columbus on the plaza at the 
Fifth avenue entrance to Central Park. The 
sculptor ig anonymous for the pregent, but it is 
said that the Queen is represented clad ina coat 
of mail and on horseback. A bronze statue of 
Thorwaldsen isto be presented by Danish so- 
cieties of New York ard Brooklyn. Besides these 
there isa strong probability that a statue of 
Samuel Tilden will be placed before the Tilden 
Library. A bill appropriating $250,000 for the 
purpose of erecting a monument to the soldiers 
and sailors who went out from New York during 
the war has passed the Legislature, andthe Mu- 
nicipal Art Society proposes to pay for several 
statues of historical interest before long.

The July issue of the Monumental News 
takes up the question of the Columbus monu- 
ment on the Lake Front, and publishes reproduc- 
tions of the moflels’of some of the competitors 
for the commission which was given Mr. Kretsch- 
mar. In speaking of the accepted work, which 
it finds neither great nor satisfying in conception 
nor artistic in execution, this journal remarks: 

It this tue, then, possesses neither great- 
ness of conception nor unusual artistic quality, 
the question naturally arises whether the ten 
tons of bronze used in its casting and the insig- 
nificant pedestal upon which it is mounted and 
the ten or twelve months of time which Mr. 
Kretschmar may have devoted toit are altogether 
worth the $50,000 which the committee con- 
tracted to pay for it. „It is the belief of 
those who have taken the pains to inquire into 
this matter that Mr. Kretschmar had what is 
popularly. known as a cut-and-dried ‘cinch’ on 
the contract for this monument. He is said to 
have been working for months on his design, 
while the other sculptors who were invited to 
compete were only allowed a month in which to 
make r designs and submit proposals.” Ac- 
cording to one of the artists who was invited to 
compete they were only allowed fifteen days.

The national drama performed every Sun- 
day and holiday by the citizens of Kraiburg 
Bavaria,in the market square of that quaint an 
ancient village does not compare in general in- 
terest with the Meran play, though commem- 
orating an epoch of history in which five 
Kings lost their lives to appease the rapacious 
home policy of the pesburgers, and the 
imperial throne of Germany waß occupied 
~4 two Kaisers at one and the same time, 
while one Pope (Gregory XI.) held court at 
Avignon and two Bishops exercised pontifical 
prerogatives at Rome. : 

The play, which is by Martin Greif, was 
named after Ludwig, the Bavarian, who de- 
feated Frederick the Handsome of Hapeburg, 
Austria in the ee battle of Muhidorf, near 
Kraiburg, 1322, and thereby gained the Ger- 
man crown, The two had played as boys to- 
gether, and though — to each other in 
politics always remained fast friends. Fred- 
erick was taken prisoner at Kraiburg, but 
afterwards released on condition that he 
should persuade his brothers to support the 
new ruler. Failing in this, he promptly re- 
turned to prison, and Ludwig then — his 
co-regent out of sheer respect and admira- 
tion for Frederick’s constancy, which was the 
mote remarkable; as the Pope had absolved 
him of his obligation entered into with an 
‘*‘ex-communicant.”’ 

There.are enough dramatic incidents in the 
lives and deeds of the Wittelsbacher and the
